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masters, operating a space-age array of 
Computer Aided Design (CAD) and 
Computer Numerically Controlled 
(CNC) machines, many of which were 
designed and built by Beretta. The only 
exceptions are with the master 
engravers, where hand craftsmanship 
remains an unchangeable link to cen- 
turies past. 

Commercial subsidiaries are located 
in France, Greece, Finland and Spain, as 
well as a warehouse and a separate man- 
ufacturing plant in the United States. 
Together, the Beretta operations produce 
approximately 2,000 firearms per day, 
covering a wide and varied range of over- 
under, side-by-side, self-loading, and 
pump-action shotguns; over-under, side- 
by-side and bolt-action rifles; semi- 
automatic pistols; and a diverse line of 
small arms for the military and law 
enforcement. 

Sporting arms comprise about 75 per- 
cent of Beretta’s production, and about 
70 percent of these are exported to more 
than 100 countries. Ugo Gussalli Beretta 
approves of the current ratio of sporting 
to military arms and believes that a 
strong, stable civilian market can keep 
the company healthy and able to meet 
military demands with quality designs 
and efficient production. 

And what an enviable civilian market 
Beretta enjoys. While Ugo’s son, Pietro, 
prefers to stress the firm’s quality and 
continuous evolution, its cachet is evi- 
denced by the substantial list of celebrity 
Beretta firearms owners, which includes: 
Winston Churchill, Ernest Hemingway, 
the fictional James Bond, Neil Armstrong 
and Michael Collins, Gen. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, Charlton Heston, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, Stephen Spielberg, 
John Milius and Tom Selleck. 


Beretta and the Future 


What does the future hold? Certainly 
new markets like the Czech Republic and 
other former Soviet-bloc countries, as 
well as China and the Far East; new retail 
outlets in the United States; and new prod- 
ucts with the innovations and traditional 
quality expected by Beretta’s clientele. 

Such a record of achievement would 
be praiseworthy for any company, but it 
is particularly remarkable for a firm that 
can trace its roots back through almost 
500 years of family participation to the 
genesis of its industry. Although the 
Berettas have been offered political 
preferment and even aristocratic titles 
over the years, they have kept their ener- 
gies focused on their work and, in the 
process, have become the pre-eminent 
artisans of the gunmaking world. ARP
